Representations by the McGill 
Students Veterans* Society, tiiat

' • ' Separate conference were lield 
in Ottawa yesterday between Vet- 
erans' , Affairs Minister Mackenzie 
and Finance Minister Ilslcy and a 
delegation from the McGill Stu- 
dent Veterans' Society consisUns 
of Franic B. Conunon, Alistair 
Fraser, William L. Archer and 
Boss LeMcsurler, who had for- 
warded a 650-word letter with re- 
quests! for atientlon to .various vet- 
eran problems. 

GOVERNSIENT STAND 
Each Minister categorically stat- 
ed that the government could not 
entertain the possibility of such an 

/ increase giving two main reasons: 
^ (a) in their opinion the govern- 
ment has provided more generous- 
ly for ' student veterans than for 
any tother discharged group and 
quoted figures to this effect; (b) 
each Minister emphasized the posi- 
tion of the government that educa- 
tional grants -weror-originally con- 
•Idcrcd nnd arc still considered as 
limply an aid to education, rather 
than a complete underwriting of 
all costs of the educational course. 

Representations for an increase 
in the educational grants were 
made to both Mr. Mackenzie and 
Mr. Ilsley In accordance with the 
resolutions passed at the recent 
general meeting and figures derived 
from the latest questionnaire were 
^presented. 

/ Other representations were made 
* to tho government t with regard to 
commuters' allowances,' pensions, 
wives' earned Income, book and in- 
strument allowances and employ- 
ment advertising. 

STUDENT LOANS . 
On the question of loans thé Vet- 
erans' Society requested that "the 
regulations of the Student Veteran 
Loan Boards be amended to per- 
mit loans to be granted to single 
and married veterans without hav- 
ing to prove absolute inability to 
carry on before being considered 
eligible for a loan to assist them 
in their education. Also that the 
Boards be empowered to loan mon< 
ey before the actual stress occurs 
so that the student may prepare for 
foreseen difficulties." 

The Executive pointed out to the 
government representatives the 
need for easing restrictions on the 
granting of loans, and mentioned 
the answers to the recent question- 
naires. Mr. Mackenzie dealt at 
length with this matter, and de- 
clared that a great deal of dis- 
cretion was given to the university 
boards who grant the loans, and 
that at the present time reports arc 
being received from all Canadian

GUEST SPEAKS 
AT GATHERING 

Mn Ting Indicates 
Chinese Part In 
World Today 



•To serve as a bridge for inter 
national collaboration" is the part 
which China should play in the 
modern wold, in the opinion of Mr. 
K. H. Ting, missionary secretarj* 
of the S.C.n. In Canada. 

Mr. Ting spoke yesterday after- 
noon at 5.00 o'clock in the Union 
Ballroom. Ho was sponsored by the 
Chinese Students' Association,' the 
S.C.M., I.V.C.F. and Cosmopolitan 
Club. He was at one time pastor 
of the only interdenominational 
international church in the world, 
in Shanghai. 

Mr. Ting stated that during the 
war the Chinese people came to 
understand Western peoples better, 
and that this knowledge is shared 
even by the peasants living in re- 
mote sections of the nation. He 
pointed out that it is just as erro 
neous for American citizens to 
think of laundries and chop sucy 
houses as Indicative of Chinese 
culture, as it Is for Chinese citl 
zens to think of drug stores and 
chewing gum as Indicative of Am' 
eriean culture. 

In closing, Mr. Ting pointed out 
Canada's contributions to the 
growth of Christianity in China, 
and said that^ technical experts of 
all kinds are needed there now. 
The Canadian-Chinese friendship 
thus established, Mr. Ting con- 
cluded, '.'will be immeasurably 
great."

Flays Russian 
Peace Attitude 
In Interview 



By JOHN FETHERSTONRAUGH 
:"I have not the slightest con- 
fidence in the United Nations, it 

was supposed to be a Temple of 
Peace and has tunred into a Tower 
of Babel»', said Randolph Churchill, 
son of Britain's wartime Prime Min- 
ister today. He continued that there 
was no use thinking of "One World'' 
because two worlds are here al- 
ready, the Russians were organizing 
thcir's and it was high time wc star- 
ted organizing our's. 

Interviewed in his suite at the 
Ritz-Carlton today, the first thing 
that struck this reporter was his 
personal resemblance to his father, 
in spite of sandy hair and no cigar- 
Mr.- Churchill flew in from Cleve- 
land where he spoke yesterday, ar- 
riving here late last night He had 
a very busy day ahead of him be- 
fore his lecture in His Majesty's. 
He received the Press in his dress-

Tonight 'at "His Majesty's Theatre 
before a' smalt audience Mr. Ran- 
dolph Churchill, well-known col- 
umnist, spoke about "Europe To- 
day" making a strong plea for the 
unitlcation of the Western world. 
Starting in French which he seems 
to master quite fluently he began 
to explain Europe's present trage- 
dy, stating that because we, mean- 
ing this continent and the British 
Islands, had not been Invaded for 
centuries the full meaning of the 
word "occupation" with all its hor- 
rors and chaos was not clear to the 
majority of us. About 5 per cent 
of the population àt Europe actual- 
ly collaborated, he went on saying, 
compared with 10 per cent of 15 
per cent who were in the active 
resistance forces, with the rest of 
the population, a bulk of 80 per 
cent or so, struggling daily to sur-

On Housing 



The Vets' Housing Committee 
announces that the following 
situation exists.. There is itill ac- 
commodation at Peterson Resid- 
ence, Lachine, for single and mar- 
ried vets. 

No word has been received as to 
the results of the University's ef- 
forts to obtain Ross House as a re- 
sidence, because it Is. still occupied 
by the Army. The house for sale at 
1280 Pine Avenue has been in- 
vestigated, and It has been reject- 
ed' due to the exhorbltant price 
that was asked. 

. At 2054 McGill avenue a house 
was Investlgateid. and negotiations 
opened with the owner. It was 
hoped to set It up as a co-op resi- 
dence for single male vets. Due to 
the shortage of time Insufficent 
information' was available which 
resulted In aii inadequate response 
from the vets. The project was sub 
mittcd to the University which re 
jcctcd it because of the rental 
quoted. Indication that they would 
be willing to give financial aid if 
the rent could be lowered was 
given but upto now this has not 
been possible. 

Several rooms have been obtain- 
ed in individual cases. 

In connection -vith the possibility 
of future negotiations for Vets' re^ 
sidences, it will be necessary to 
have cn hand a list of single, mar- 
ried and female vets who are In 
need of houses. 

All who are sincerely Interested 
are requested to write a formal ap- 
plication giving his or her name, 
address., telephone number, faculty 
and year to the Housing Director, 
McGill Student Veterans' Society,

If we had our own 
rinki McGIlI hockey teams could 
get enough games to round out a 
complete hockey program, both in- 
tercollegiate and intra mural. It 
would be possible for junior and 
Intermediate leagues to be formed 
In which McGill could provide ade- 
quate reinforcements tor the Senior 
team and some chance for a coach 
to build up material to take the 
place of those who graduate or 
leave coiicRc. 

Our facilities for large scale so- 
cial' functions are also limited. The 
concert series must use the gym- 
nasium which is the only .building 
on the campus large enough to put 
on such a function. This means that 
athletics must suffer from the lack 
of the use of the gym on the nights 
In question. An auditorium would 
provide the space for such a pro- 
gram. An Institution the size of 
McGIll should have such space. It 
is up to us to show the University

It is highly doubtful whether the famed editor- 
ialist, Horàco Greeley, ever thought that his 
sound advice of "Go West, young man", offered 
soni&^scvcnty-fivc years ago to a fortune-seeking 
generation of American youth would be heeded 
with but one major change three-quarters of a 
century later by a large number of his northern 
Canadian neighbours. Adopting, in toto, Gree- 
ley's principle of migration to greener pastures, 
these Canadians have accepted his urgings and 
merely shifted the direction of movement from 
west to south, a relatively easy change to make 
considering the basic similarities between our 
own nation and tiic United States. 

As a result, the Dominion is exporting an- 
nually, along witii a bumper wheat crop, a vast 
number of her most highly skilled professional 
technicians, who feci that their talents will be 
better appreciated and rewarded in any one of 
the forty-eight states below the long border line 
separating the two countries. Since a large major- 
ity of these emigrants are college-trained, the 
problem is of more than mere academic interest 
to both the undergraduates and officials of our 
universities. 

Through government provision for veterans' 
allowances and because of the general prosperity 
conditions now prevalent, there arc more young 
Canadians who are today receiving the benefits 
of a university training than at any other time 
in our history. Consequently, within the next 
five years, a far greater proportion of these same 
technicians will be moving into the labour mar- 
ket seeking jobs. What many of these people are 
now wondering is whether the opportunities yield- 
ing financial returns- commensurate with skills 
acquired will be available. If these chances for 
employment are not there, it is probable that far 
more than the present figure of eighteen thou- 
sand Canadians will annually join the drift 
southwards. 

_ The basic problem, is, of course, économie. 
Since the days of Adam Smith, econoniists'have 
Propounded the doctrine of the advantages of 
specjalization. As a corollary, they have pointed 
out that specialization and large scale production 
go hand in hand and that the former is limited 
by the extent of the market. Obviously special- 
ization will bo carried to its greatest extent 
wherever large-scale production exista. These dc- 
partmg Canadians are . specialists of a rather 
hjgh order and their movement to the United 
• States is. merely a case of going into the largest 
market for their labour product where tlierc ex- 
ists the opportunity of obtaining the highest 
possible prices. 

The formation of nn employment bureau on 
the part of the McGill Graduates' Society is a 
step in the right direction towards retaining the 
cream of ourt working crop. It will at least pro- 
vide new graduates with the opportunity of find- 
ing out just what openings exist in Canada. But 
the complete absorption of our highly skilled 
laboureers, using labourer in the broadest sense, 
depends on the realiuation that higher wage stan- 
dards arc needed in Canadian industry. These 
higher wage standards in turn depend on pro- 
ducing Canadian goods on a large enough scale 
to enable industry to hire thcto specialists at 
wages sufficiently attractive to retain them with- 
in our own boundaries. — H.S.

Opening with several lighter 
songs by Able, Gluck, Bellini and 
Scarlatti, Miss Anderson did some 
of her most eloquent singing of the 
evening In the four leider by Schu- 
bert It would not be quite correct 
to say that she lingi these tongs, 
she actually lives them. As in the 
first "An die Leier", and the "Erl 
King'', every dramatic change of 
thought was expressed and every 
tonal nuance executed with a vocal 
control which is phenomenal Miss 
Anderson was indeed fortunate in 
having for her accompanist such a 
master in the art oif leider as Franz 
Rupp. In these, and every song he 
demonstrated a sympathetic collab 
oration of artistic beauty. 

Passing from three delicate and 
finely shaded songs by Poulenc, 
she again soarde to'helghts of .pure 
song in "Apres un "Rêve" and 
"Toujours" by Gabriel Faure, per- 
haps the greatest of French song 
composers.

.\s wc entered the spacious of- 
fice of the Krcncli vice-consul, a 
blond inii)cccably dressed youns 
man greeted us.

On November 8, 1942, M. Che- 
a.'i.'^us witnessed the American in- 
a.Mon of North Africa. Joining the 
French corps attached to the Amer- 
ican 5lh Army, he wa.<; appointed 
liaison officer between the French 
and Americans, After .-serving in 
North Africa, the French corps ad- 
vanced to Italy, where it made the 
break through the mountains in the 
attack on Rome. 

M. Chevassu.": said lhal one of his 
mott wonderful memories is of 
Sienna, a lovely medieval town 
north of Rome; taken by the French 
corps, by some miracle it escaped 
being ravaged by the war, and still 
stands as a beautiful and lasting 
monument lo the middle ages. Great 
was Ihc joy of the men of the 
French corp.s when they landed 
near St. Tropez, a small fishing 
village in southern France, and 
drove on against the Germant 
throtiçh France and into Germany 
itself. 

M. Chevassus said that he likes 
Montreal very much, that its vari- 
ous aspects give it a cosmopolitan 
aspect. Except for the hot sum- 
mers, he enjoys the climate, especi- 



ally the fliort spring early in March 
and tlic creat amount of snow. Al- 
liiini;;h he learned lo ski in Mo- 
rocco, the vice-consul has not, un- 
fortunately, had much time to try 
our Laurcniian slopes. 

For Europeans, the intcrejt in 
French Canada, according to M. 
Chevassus, lies in its variety of 
problems. He said that the impact 
of different cultures and different 
religions in tine city makes a dis- 
tinct impression on newcomers to 
this country. 

M. Chevassus mentioned seeing 
Frldolln, the French-Canadian ac- 
tor, the previous evening. He en- 
jpyed his revue immensely, and 
hopes some day to see Frldolln in 
Paris, because "he has that sub- 
tle knack which Parisians would 
like." 

Leaving for Paris with his wife 
and two children in a month or two, 
M. CItevassus hopes to lelurn to 
Canada again for a visit. He said 
that Canadian .students would be 
interested in knowing that there is 
an ever-increasing number ot stu- 
dents in Frame studying English 
language and literature. 

Students at McGill will have 
an opportunity ot hearing and meet- 
ing M. Chevassus in the Common 
Room of RVC on Monday, Decem- 
ber Î. al 5 o'clock, when he will 
speak on his experiences In Moroc- 
co.

Ucforo he coiiipuH'd Ari•^dnc, 
.SUiUi.-.< wa.-. accepted by many a.s 
the cicalcsl orclicstrator of all 
time. He liad developed Ihc .sym- 
phony orcliesira beyond the dreams 
(if the mth century in hi.s scries of 
lone poems bcRinninc •,vith Don 
Juan and ending with his Domestic 
Symphony in 1004, 

In his subsequent operas, Salome, 
Electra and Rosenkavallcr, he de- 
manded an orchestral contingent of 
more than 100 musicians, Roscn- 
kavalier has been called by one 
authority, "the summit of the dc- 
vclopmcnl of modern orchestration 
from Haydn to Ihc present day, a 
veritable treasure house of sym- 
phonic effects," 

In Ariadne, Strau.ss proceeded in 
exactly the opposite manner, ac- 
cording lo reports concerning Ihc 
score of the work. He stripped his 
orchestra of every instrtiment not 
absolutely CEScntial lo Ihc color and 
line of his tonal palette. The re- 
sult is an orchestra numbering 37 
men. the average size of the or- 
chestra used by Haydn and l^Iozart 
for their symphonies. 

But, the composer also demanded 
that every Ariadne player must be 
a soloist, fully equipped to main- 



tain the mo.^; difficult solo parts. 
What he say.s lie v. anted to obtain 
was not a return to the simple 
Haydn oi elie.sira, but a perfect 
iniiiiatme reproduction of Ihc great 
orchestra he had taken over from 
Wa'.4ner and Liszt, 

Thi."; iinifiue" /Xriadne orchestra, 
which lia.; been called the mo.'-t 
revolutionary since Haydn'.--, con- 
xl.'-l.^ of pairs' of llic ilsuhI wood- 
wind.^ and horn.'^. only 16 string 
players, a piano, tuo harps, an 
electric organ. cele.~ta. one kettle 
drum, carillon, tambourine, trian- 
gle, cymbals and a side drum. 

Luszio Halasz will direct Ariadne 
with Ella Flesch, Strauss protege in 
the title role, and the brilliant 
young coloratura, Virginia McWat- 
ters as Zcrbinctta. Others in the 
cost will Include Irwin DiUop as 
Bacchus, Bertha Lewis, James 
Pease and Gene Grcenwcll. This

There is the falsu inipie.-.-ion 
that revoliition is the sole proper- 
ty of the socialist and communist 
movement;!. To m e n t i o it the 
French revolution of 1791, or the 
American revolution of 1776, i^ suf- 
ficient to refute thi.-, Tne truth ii 
lhal every now form of liociety 
grow.-. .-I.- an embryo within ihc old. 
It is the offspring of new and more 
powerful economic method.- of 
producing the necessities of life. It 
is challenged by and must in turn 
challenge the older, le^s produc- 
tive organization of society. A 
clash between the two j« inevitable 
and the new .society cannot be held 
back indefinitely. Tims feudalism 
won a complete victory over slav- 
ery, capitalism won a complete vic- 
tory over feudalism and socialism 
will eventually win a complete 
victory over capitalism. This is 
the verdict of history. 

iIi.'=lorically too, moral blame, 
censure and invective have always 
been hca|>cd on the revolutionary 
forces of change for causing violent 
upheavals, bloodshed, and chaos. 
This is unjust. It is the resistance 
of a numerically small, but (Tower- 
ful ruling class to an irre^i.stablc 
change that necessitates violence. 
The accuserf themselves arc guil- 
ty! 

Socialists and Communists arc 
accused of fostering and fomenting 
revolution (to further their own 
ends)— a ridiculous charge! No 
small group can create history. A 
revolutionary situation is only 
created when the economy ot a 
country can no longer cope with 
the tremendous productive poten- 
tial at its disposal, when its bank- 
ruptcy on the eve of a new society 
can no longer be masked. Under 
capitalism every war, every de- 
pression, every general strike is a 



potentially revolutionary situation 
—and each successive event eclip- 
ses its predecessor in intensity. A 
Marxist Parly does not create revo- 
lution. It does teach the people 
how to fight its enemies— the mo- 
nopolies and tlicir flunkies, it 
guides the people and leads them 
in their struggle to transform so- 
ciety. 

Communists are accused of seek- 
ing In achieve personal dictator- 
ship. There is no such thing. There 
is only dictatorship by a'cla.-^s. If 
Is absurd to believe that one indi- 
vidual will hold oil society in ter- 
ror of his power. It is true thot 
dictatorship means the freedom of 
the diclalins class to rule in its 
own interest. Communists propose 
the dictatorship by the 'Arorklng 
people until society has been trans- 
formed into one where all contri- 
bute as worker.-, either by hand or 
brain— and all will have the free- 
dom to govern their lives in their 
own interests and all classes will 
have disappeared. 

I would recommend a study of 
these questions to all serious stu- 
dents ot world events, to all stu- 
.lents who arc frustrated by the 
mysticism of prevalent political 
and economic theories, and above 
all to all students who desire a 
Canada that will prosper in peace 
and in a socialist economy of op- 
portunity for all.

Some time, ago I wrote an aiiiclc 
in this column which attempted to 
show lhal there was a great deal 
of difference between Fascism and 
Communism. Quite rashly, I added 
that, by the same token. H could 
be shown that Russian expansion 
was motivated by a desire for se- 
curity. Several people have pointed 
out that no real proof was offered. 
For that reason, and because I feci 
that the subject is the most impor- 
tant one that could be raised to- 
day, I have decided to discuss this 
side of the question more fully. 

I have attempted to show that 
the fascist state was compelled by 
the forces on which it was based 
In expand, if necessary by military 
force, I said further that Russia was 
not so compelled. This position is 
open to three objections. First, it 
may be said Ihnt Russian desire for 
"induslrial efficiency" means a de- 
sire lo .seize the plant capacity of 
Wc.Mern Europe. 

In Ihc second pl.icc, it mighl be 
held lhal Russian Communism was 
expansive purely for reasons of 
doctrinaire proselytizing. Andthird- 
ly. it may be said that Russia 
dominated by a military group just 
as much as Germany ever was. 
Tliese. I believe, arc the main mis- 
givings of the group that is at any 
rate sophisticated enough to sec 
through the "Fascism is the same 
as Communism" theory. 

It is true that Russia has. in the 
recent past, endeavored to gain 
control of various isolated machin- 
ery and 'raw material pools, Bui 
it would be foolish to think there is 
a pressing need for Russia to take 
over the vasf immovable industry 
of Western Europe. She is neither 
prepared to "run it nor capable of 
doing so. Far more can be gained 
by trading with these countries, 
and with providing a field for 
long-term investment. That the 
Russians realize this is borne out 
by titc recently completed trade 
pacts with Sweden and Czechs- 
slovalda. 

The notion that the Red army 
dominates the Party is a curious 
one in view ot the recent much- 
publicized demotions of various 
cenej-als. The fact seems to be that 
the Party is firmly in the saddle, 
and all the evidence indicates that 
its aim is reconstruction rather 
than expansion. 

The last strongholds of European 
feudalism arc in Russian hands. 
The rest of Europe is moving 
rapidly towards socialism, and 
Communist parties are strong 
thrcuijhout the continent. Is there 
anyone who believes that, barring 
a fascist resurgence in France, 
there is anything that could per- 
suade Russia, with half her indus- 
try destroyed, to embark on a cam- 
paign of doctrinal expansion that 
would ultimately ensure a war

Most newÀ'aper editorials on the 
problems of disunity mention not a 
word abput the causes, of this dis 
unity. The Daily, unfortunately, 
seems to be no exception. An at 
mosphere of cultured mysticism 
surrounds the editorial We will 
only' know what to do about this 
much distorted question wh^n 
pretty words give way to sober un 
derstandlng.' ' ' '■ 
• Can we' say this disunity is based 
on a difference of interests? The 
vast majority of the French Cana 
dlan people are oppressed under 
miserable social and economic con 
ditions. Their Interests are not those 
of IVeiich Canadian bosses (there 
are some!). .Likewise we cannot say 
that the Interests of the English 
speaking workers and middle classes 
are identical to those of the owners 
of the. press, and of industrial ml 
ers generally. 

The interests of the vast majority 
of all Canadians arc identical. The 
fight for higher wages, better living 
conditions: housing, health, educa- 
tion, for, a policy of peace— cuts 
through language and cultural bar 
rlers. On these Issues nnlty is be 
Ing acblevedl 

Disunity is in the interests of the 
ruling groups, be they French 
Canadian or English-Canadian 
Their taétics are racial prejudlc( 
and nmowrnationjJism.vthelr wea 
pons include ^the^ntrel of the 
press and even publishing houses 
(the publishing of 'Two Solitudes 
notwithstanding). 

Literary works are valid when 
linked 'up with the aspirations of 
the people, they should express 
their unspoken thoughts and needs, 
they must become the leaven Ir 
the mass. Writers can make a sig 
nificant contribution in developing 
a united People's fight: for progress 
regardless of language differences. 

The great wriUngs that Have sur- 
vived through history were written 
by sueh writers.

The delegation aL<o requested 
that a commuters' allowance •be 
granted to student veterans living 
at some considerable distance from 
the University, such as the Peter- 
son Residence at McGill." Htcy 
suggested that these grants "be on 
a sliding scale and Issued upon 
application and approval by the 
D.V..A. Counsellors at the various 
universities." Mr. Mackenzie told 
the representatives that the com- 
muters* allowances have been re- 
ferred to the Treasury Board three 
separate times, but he offered to 
submit the question again. Later, 
Mr. Ilslcy, who is a member of 
the Treasury Board, met the group 
and they told him the situation 
with regard to the commuters, with 
particular referençe to McGill 
University. 

ABBOTT CONSULTED ON 
PENSIONS 

Mr. Mackenzie was favorably 
impressed with the request that 
"present regulations be amended so 
that veterans with war pensions 
resulting from physical disabilities 
should receive the regular univer- 
sity training grants and not be de- 
prived of any part of this educa- 
tional allowance by reason of their 
receiving this war pension." As a 
result the Pension Board have 
been instructed to investigate this 
problem and report back to the 
Minister. Ross LeMesurier of the 
McGill Veterans' Pension Commit- 
tee gave several instances of hov.- 
some pensioners not receiving the 
full grant arc finding it impossible 
to undertake university training. 
Tills matter was also taken up with 
Hon. D. C. Abbott. Minister of Na- 
tional Defence, and the Rt, Hon. 
J. L. Ilslcy. n'hc Veterans' Minister 
asked that details of other cases of 
I his nature be forwarded to him. 
In view of this request, it has been 
urged that any veteran concerned 
contact Ross LeMesurier at EL- 
wood 7190. 

WIVES' EARNED INCOME 

Representations were made to 
abolish the regulations that stipu- 
late that grants to married veterans 
be reduced by twenty dollars when 
their wives earn more than $75.00 
monthly, hut the Minister and his 
staff stated that the principle of 
permissive income on allowances 
was applicable to all dependents' 
benefits from any government de- 
partment, and that widows' pensions 
and allowances deserve consider- 
ation over the wives of cx-scrvicc- 
meh. . 

BOOKS AND INSTRUMENTS 
Action was sought to have a book 
and instrument allowance institu- 
ted for veterans in training eslab- 
li.shments. particularly in Medicine, 
Dentistry and Engineering courses. 
Though in sympathy with this re- 
quest the Minister referred to the 
fact that a request for this grant 
had been turned down by a parlia- 
mentary committee. 

EMPLOYMENT ADVERTISE- 
MENTS 

With a view to aiding student 
veterans obtain summer employ- 
ment, the department was asked 
to carry on an advertising cam- 
paign In the spring by the National 
Employment Service. The Minis- 
ter advised that the estimates are 
being prepared now and recom- 
mended that the Society write at 
once to the Secretary of State. 
Hon. Paul Martin, who is chair- 
man of the committee which allo- 
cates government advertising. This 
letter will be forwarded today.

table, and was due at a civic re- 
ception at which he would, meet 
Mayor Houde at II o'clock. 

Mr. Churchill expounded his 
theme of two worlds by saying that 



the 230 million people of Europe 
behind the Iron Curtain were the 
best people of Europe. It you added 
to this number the peoples of the 
Commonwealth and ihc United 
States you would havt a total of 
440 million people, while there arc 
only 180 million Russians of which 
70 per cent are primitive Asiatics. 
He said it would be easy to have 
one world if we would give up our 
belief in human liberty or if the 
Russians would give up thcii- be- 
lief in "Red Fascism". If the peoples 
outside the Russian orbit would 
get together, they would be so 
strong and prosperous that they 
could never be attacked and we 
would have at least 100 years of 
Peace. 

Mr. Churchill ipoke In French 
to some of the French reporters 
present, and wa.s asked how he had 
found the situation in France. He 
replied that he was very disturbed 
by it but he was confident that at 
least 30 per cent, of the people of 
France would rather die than ac- 
cept red slavery. 

He claimed that there were 
greater class inequalities in Rus- 
sia between Commisar class and 
workers than in any other country 
In the world. "Communism per- 
petuates poverty and rlavery" he 
stated, explaining that huge sums 
were needed to maintain a vast 
bureaucratic system with its huge 
armaments and secret police 
forces. 

He surprised the assembled re- 
porters with the statement that 
War now secm.s as certain as in 
1936. Hitler told everybody .^vhat 
he was going to do in Mcin Kamf, 
those who believed it were called 
warmongers." In 1046 those of us 
who believe Communist textbooks 
arc called incendiaries. 
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Mr. Churchill continued then on 
the subject of Jugoslavia where he 
had been for 14 months as a liaison 
officer during the war, as an 
example of the different conflicts 
that went on in Europe after the 
Germanas had invaded the fortress 
of Communism, Russia, Before that 
date the Communists had consid- 
ered the war a conflict between 
Capitalism and Imperialism, but 
after Russia's entry as a co-bellig- 
erent anad ally, the leftist elements 
in every country of Europe woke 
up from their lethargy and Indif- 
ference and . began actually the 
fight against Germany and simul- 
taneously to bid for power. Tlie 
struggle of Tito against Mihailn- 
vitch, and the Greek civil war fit 
In this pattern. 

In France, the threat of internal 
war had been averted wheen Gen- 
eral de Gaulle got the 11 or 12 
resistance movements to unite 
nominally, though as Mr. Churchill 
said emphatically, with over 50 
per cent of. Frenchmen ready to 
die for their freedom rather than 
to submit to communism, revolu- 
tion was by no means improbable. 

The speaker made then the com- 
parison between the peace treaties 
of 1815, 1910 and the present en- 
deavor to formulate a 'peace, now 
over 18 months after the cessation 
of hostilities and could only refer 
lo this last effort as a "Grotesque 
Spectacle of Mismanagement" 

In his final word Mr. Churchill 
said that Hitler ■warned us with 
"Mcin Kampf" of all his ambitions 
for Germany just as have the Com- 
munists in all their writings. But 
with the Atom Bomb on our side, 
"we . have ten years in which to 
build an area comprising the U.S., 
Britain and Western Europe" con- 
cluded the speaker, "an area that 
would be so strong that no one 
would dare to attack it and event- 
ually would want to Join it.
